Things For The Beekeeper 
To Guard Against in Spring 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Springtime is the most critic- 
«.1 period in the life of the bee 
colony because it is then that 
the bees are usually fewer in 
numbers and lower in vitality 
than at any other period of the 


year, and furthermore, the food 
supply is too often inadcquate 
at this time, 


It ia also during 
the Spring months that the 
heaviest strain is placed upon 
the colony, for in spite of its 
weakened condition, it is called 
upon to produce a huge force 


of bees within a few weeks in 


order that these bees may be in 
time to gather the harvest. It 
behooves the beekeeper, there- 
fore to be very careful in his 
spring ma«anipulations, other- 
wise he may weaken rather 
than strengthen his colonies. 
‘Phe object of all early mani 
pulations is to produce bees for 
the harvest, and anything that 
will defeat this object must be 
avoided. Only strong colonies, 
headed by prolific queens, sup- 
plied with an abundance of 
food and suflicient room, and 
well protected can produce an 
efficient field force of bees 
Spring weather is very treach. 
erous, therefore, lenve the bees 
in their winter quarters as long 
as possible, provided of course, 
they are contented there. Cel- 
lar wintered bees are best left 
in until the willows are yield. 
ing pollen, Outdoor wintered 
bees are best in their cases un- 
til the latter end of May or 
early June.

A Turnover Tax 


Financial journals throughout Canada are discussing probable ways and 
means whereby the Dominion Government will raise the revenues required 
to carry on all the services and administrative responsibilities of the Federal 
Government, meet the charges on the public debt, and balance the national 

* budget. The same question is receiving the close attention of the Prime 
Minister and his cabinet, and before long will demand consideration by 
Parliament and the people generally. 

It is admitted in all quarters that the Dominion will face a deficit in the 
operations of government for the year 1930-31; that, instead of the national 
debt being reduced, it will be increased. In view of this situation, steps must 
be taken to devise new sources of revenue because no reductions in expendi- 
ture that could possibly be made would, in themselves, be sufficient to offset 
the decline in revenues which has takn place, and which it is forecasted will 


. ,continue this year, 


This is not a party question; it is a national problem to be faced and 
solved. Canada is not alone in haying to face such a condition; other 
nations are in exactly the same box. 

It is estimated that the Dominion's deficit this year will be in the 
neighborhood of $75,000,000. There have been heavy declines in Customs 
duties, tax receipts, excise tax. The income tax yielded a slight 
increase, but it was payable on 1929 incomes, which were generally greater 
than in 1930, so that a drop in this source of revenue next year must be 
ant cipated. Furthermore, inasmuch as it is the Government's policy, 
approved by the people in the last general election, to cut off some hundreds 
of millions of imports it follows that Customs duties will show a still greater 
drop this year. 

On the expenditure side of the national ledger increases rather than 
decreases must be looked for. The unemployment relief bill of $20,000,000 
has to be met; Old Age Pensions to be borne solely by the Dominion rather 
than fifty-fifty with the Provinces, and which will be made effective in all 
Provinces, means an expenditure of another $20,000,000 or more; the 
completion of the Trans-Canada Highway will be an expensive undertaking. 

So more money must be found, and a fairly large sum at that. In view 
of the fact that the Sales Tax has been reduced to a mere one per cent.; that 
Income Tax returns will be smaller; that Customs duties will take a drop as 
a result of decreased importg.and cannot be depended upon in future to yield 
the major portion of the national revenue, it is being suggested in Eastern 
Canada that both the Sales Tax and the Income Tax be abolished in their 
ent'rety, and that a new tax, a tax on turnover, be created. 

This proposal is deserving of study and should be the subject of 
discussion by all the people, because it is a tax that will be paid by every- 
body. It has the merit that no one will be able to escape from it. The other 
question is, will it be equitable to all in relation to the ability’of each and all 
to pay. 

A turnover tax means a tax on every business transaction that takes 
place in Canada, A Customs tax applies only to articles imported into 
Canada from other countries; an Excise tax is imposed on only a number

of specified articles, intoxicating liquors, tobacco, matches, bank cheques, | 
But a, 


etc.; the Sales tax is levied on a limited number of transactions. 
turnover tax would mean the levy of the tax on each individual transaction, 
whether it be on the raw materials sold to the manufacturer, on the 


manufactured article sold the jobber or wholesaler, on the same article again | 


when sold by the wholesaler or jobber to the retailer, and again when sold by 
the retailer to the ultimate consumer. It would mean a tax on railway 
tickets, telegrams, telephones; it is a tax which hotels and restaurants would 
have to levy; you would pay it to the barber, to the taxi driver, to the 
newspaper publishers, to the theatre. And so on all along the line every 
time an article was sold by some person and purchased by another. 

The annual turnover of business in Canada amounts to many billions of 
dollars,—just how large the amount is it is difficult to even estimate. Even 
a very small tax, a trifling tax, one per cent., one-half of one per cent., one- 
quarter of one per cent., would yield an enormous revenue. But where an 
article passes through many hands or avenues of trade before it reaches the 
final consumer, even a small tax on each turnover might mean a fairly heavy 
charge in the end. 

Possibly certain exemptions would be provided, but the moment 
exemptions are provided possibilities for evasion of the tax arise; also the 
danger of discrimination in favor of one class of people, business or industry. 
The whole subject is intensely interesting, and, as, stated, deserving of close 
study,and full discussion

Find Ancient Tomb 


and Queen Who Ruled In 
Ireland 2,000 Years Ago 


The remains of a king and queen, 
believed by experts to have reigned

Air Mail Route Will 
Open February 2nd 


Recommendations For 
Powerful Broadcasting 
Stations Across Canada 


| Ottawa, Ont. A national radio 
broadcasting company, sponsored by 
‘the Federal Government, which would 
|own, Operate and control a number 
lof powerful broadcasting stations 
| throughout the Dominion, was the de- 
sire of the vast majority of the radio 
owners in this country, a delegation 
jfrom the Canadian Radio League in- 
formed Hon. Alfred Duranleau, Min- 
ister of Marine, here recently. 

Such a company should be admin- 
jistered by a directorate of 12 per- 
| sons, voluntarily employed, who would 
;be drawn from industrial, education- 
jal, amusement and other circles, it 
was stated. Distributed throughout 
| Canada, according to the representa- 
tions of the Radio League, would be 
six 50-kilowatt broadcasting stations 
that would reach into every section of 
;the Dominion, thus neutralizing to 
some extent the virtual monopoly en- 
;joyed by the higher-powered and 
;more numerous stations at present 
|operating in the United States. 

For revenue purposes, the company

Oddities of the grain situation in 
the prairie provinces are numerous, 
and the many suggestions for the dis- 
posal of the surplus crops run the 
;}gamut from a $1,000,000 purchasing 
plan—as the contribution of a large 
commercial firm—to a bushel of 
wheat for admission to hockey 
matches of a rural league in Alberta, 

With the price of wheat slumping 
from $1.40 a bushel value of a year 
ago to the 50-cent level of today, 
agriculturists in many areas have 
found substitutes for its use, promis- 
ing greater monetary reward thar or- 
dinary marketing. 

The greatest use-and the one likely 
to bring the most valued monetary 
| return, is the finishing of livestock 
for market. When high values pre- 
| vailed, agrarians were content to sell 
“feeder” cattle, which were finished 
; by the buyer. Today they are feeding 
oats and barley and shipping their 
jcattle and hogs ready for the scales 
of the stockyards.

Found That Hot Water Treatment 
Controls Loose Smut 

The modified hot water method for 
| the control of loose smut in wheat 
|has been found effective and satisfac- 
| tory in experimental work conducted 
at the Indian Head Experimental 
;Farm of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. This method consists 
,of placing the grain in loosely woy- 
en sacks and then soaking it in water 
‘at 86 degrees Fahrenheit for four 
| hours to soften the seed and prepare 
jit for the action of hot water, The 
grain is then transferred to water at 
112 degrees Fahrenheit for fifteen 
,or twenty minutes and next into 
water at 129 degrees Fahrenheit for 
jexactly ten minutes. This last treat- 
ment is very important and should be 
| carried out with the greatest care 
|; throughout, When the grain is finally 
removed from the hot water it may 
be plunged into cold water for a mo- 
ment and then spread out to dry, 
|care being taken to see that it does 
jnot germinate or freeze. 


Fish Shipped By Aeroplane

Inauguration of the Crows Nest 
rates to Churchillon the Hudson Bay 
Railway will mean an average saving 
over regular rates of 12.24 cents per 
bushel on wheat shipped from Sas- 
katchewan, according to calculations 
made by George H. Smith, freight 
rates expert of the Saskatchewan 
Government. Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
{in his address at Regina, intimated 
that rates of the Crows Nest rate 


basis would be effective on the Hud- | 


|son Bay Railway. 

The average rate reduction, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 
department of railways, labor and 
industries, is 20.4 cents per 100 
| pounds, The saving from Regina 
is 201 cents; from Moose Jaw, 20 
;cents; from Saskatoon, 211% cents; 
from Semans, 2014 cents; from Mel- 


ville, 19146 cents; from Yorkton, 20 
cents; Prince Albert, 1914 cents; 
North Battleford, 20 cents; Lloyd- 


minster, 2114 cents; and Alsask, 2114 
cents. This saving is over the mileage 
grain rates which would otherwise be 
in force. 

Hon, J. A. Merkley, Minister of 
Railways, Labor and Industries, stat- 
ed that arrangements have been made 
by the freight rates branch of his 
department to carefully compile the 
schedules of the Crows Nest grain 
rates to Churchill from all Saskatch- 
ewan points. When this work is com- 
pleted, the Canadian National Rail- 
ways will file the freight tariff con- 
taining the rates with the railway 
commission at Ottawa. 

That the Crows Nest rates should 


be applied from all Saskatchewan 
points on flour, oatmeal, bran, 
shorts and other mill products in 


order that the movement of these 
commodities over the Hudson Bay 
Railways should also receive the bene- 
fit of the rates is the opinion of the 
provincial government. The matter 
is being taken up. 


Saskatchewan Oil Discovery 


Another Find Of Oil Reported In the 
Readlyn Valley 

Another find of oil is reported in 
the Readlyn Valley on the farm of 
Thomas Powley. It is found that 
when pumping water a greasy sub- 
stance comes up with the water and 
when separated readily ignites. 

This greasy substance comes up 
through a strata of sandstone and 
this sandstone when split open re- 
veals samples of forest leaves em- 
bedded in the rock. P. Bridger, of 
Readlyn, Sask., opened up some of 
the sandstone formation and on split- 
ting the rock found the leaves in al- 
most perfect condition. It shows 
that at some time the whole of the 
valley must have been a _ dense 
forest. 

The farmers are of the opinion 
that gas and oil abounds in huge 
quantities under the rock formation 
at less than 500 feet. Mud geysers 
exist in eight or nine places and 
seem to be bottomless, 
bubbling with grease and oil.

Doctors Use By-Products | 


| Articles Used In Modern suvtiesns | 
By-Products Of Meat Packing | 
Plants 

Several of the articles used in mod- | 
}ern medicine and surgery are by-pro- | 
| ducts of the meat packing industry. | 
When, in an operation, a blood vessel | 
is tied to stop bleeding, the ligature 
used is made of tissue bands from | 
;the organs of animals. The stitches | 
; “buried” under the skin or left in| 
deep-seated organs to be absorbed 
come from animal tissue. | 

When after a major operation the | 
digestive canal is temporarily para- | 
lyzed, the surgeon uses a powerful | 
extract of tiny pituitary glands, care- | 
fully removed from the brains of ani- | 
mals, that give the patient prompt | 
relief. | 

The thyroid gland produces a sub- | 
stance which it throws into the} 
blood stream and which in some way 
controls mental and physical growth. 
Today, it is claimed by some medical 
men that feeding an extract of the 
thyroid quickly cdnverts a backward | 
child into a normally alert human 
being. Thyroid substance is necessary | 
through life. 

Though the discovery of the use of | 
insulin from the pancreas of cattle, 
by Drs. Banting and Best at Toronto, 
is scearcely ten years old, the bril- 
liant results from its use in diabetes | 
are universally known. Insulin en- 
ables diabetics to lead comfortable and 
useful lives. It is prepared from the 
pancreas, a rather small gland inti- 
mately connected with the digestive 
system. Insulin is recognized as one 
of the greatest contributions to the | 
science of medicine. From the pan- 
creas are also manufactured  sub- 
stances that are prescribed for vari- 
ous digestive disturbances. 

The packing industry also prepares 
many other glands and organs from 
which extracts and other active prin- 
ciples are made for use in medicine 
and surgery. There is a keen demand 
for most of these medicinal prepara- 
tions, In general, only in packing 
plants where large numbers of meat 
animals are dressed can a sufficient 
quantity of glands be economically 
secured, For example, it requires 
the adrenal glands from nearly 25,- 
000 cattle to produce a pound of 
adrenalin, and materials from the 
pancreas of about 150,000 hogs or 
60,000 cattle to produce a pound of 
pure, dry insulin,

made a mistake in depending too 
largely on wheat growing a change 
must be made. But mixed farming 
cannot be adopted at a moment’s no- 
tice. In the meantime the inability 
of the west to sell its wheat surplus 
is more than a local problem. It is a 
matter of national concern that af- 
fects the prosperity of the east only 
in lesser degree to that of the west 
itself, : 

E. W. Beatty, president of the 
C.P.R., was right when he said that 
some form of temporary assistance 
must be worked out. The lack of 
buying power of the western farm- 
ers has a direct effect on economic 
conditions in the, eastern provinces. 
The problem is not one that can be 
dismissed as a purely sectional mat- 
ter in which the east has no concern.
